TION 106, REPORT OF REAL ESTATE AND CONSTRUCTION 
SUBCOMMITTEE, AND OTHER MISCELLANEOUS COMMITTEE 
BUSINESS. 


Houser or REPRESENTATIVES, 
CoMMITTEE ON ARMED SERVICEs, 
Washington, D.C., Tuesday, August 4, 1959. 

The committee met at 10 a.m., Hon. Carl Vinson (chairman) 
presiding. 

The CHarrMaNn. Will the committee come to order. 

Members of the committee, the purpose of the hearing this morning 
is to have reports from the various subcommittees to ascertain what 
legislative program they have to lay before the full committee. 

I will first call on Mr. Kilday, chairman of Subcommittee No. 1. 

Have you any report to submit to the full committee? 

Mr. Kiupay. No. 

The Cuarrman. Mr. Durham, chairman of Subcommittee No. 2. 

Mr. Durnam. Mr. Chairman, Subcommittee No. 2 met on last 
Friday and considered five bills. It recommends the approval of all 
of the bills as amended by the subcommittee. The bills are as follows: 


H.R. 7862 


This bill would authorize the Secretary of the Army to convey to 
the city of Philadelphia at fair market value real property located 
at the Philadelphia Army base. The property consists of approxi- 
mately 53.75 acres and has among its improvements three piers. 

The piers referred to were constructed between 1918 and 1921. 
Since that time they have returned substantial rentals to the Govern- 
ment. The facility presently serves as Philadelphia’s only public 
marine terminal and accommodates over one-third of the general cargo 
traffic. 

It is essential at the present time that the piers be improved and 
continued permanently in their present use, otherwise they won’t be 
good for any use. The city plans to expend $3% million for the 
rehabilitation and improvement of the piers. 

I might say that the action proposed on this bill is similar to that 
approved by this committee in 1956 with respect to similar property 
in Stockton, Calif. I want to stress the facts that the fair market 
value will be paid and that the Department of the Army, the Depart- 
ment of Defense, and the Bureau of the Budget have no objection to 
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this, bill. . It\is very important to the economy of the city of Phila- 
délphia, and one of our members, of course, introduced this bill. 

Mr. Chairman, the Senate has passed S. 2210, an identical bill, 
And I move a favorable report on S. 2210. 

The CuarrmMan. Any questions from any members of the com- 
mittee? 

(No response. ) 

The CuarrmMan. Without objection, we act favorably on S. 2210 
and Mr. Byrne will report the Senate bill. 

Mr. Duruam. H.R. 2247. 

This bill would authorize the conveyance of 4.7 acres in fee and 
a perpetual easement covering approximately 2 additional acres. 
This conveyance would be made without payment of monetary 
consideration. 

This is the situation. A sewage treatment plant was constructed 
by the United States during World War II at a cost of $128,770. It 
was leased to the county of Sacramento, Calif., for 5 years commencing 
in December of 1950. The lease was renewed in 1955. The county 
has improved the capacity of the plant at a cost of almost one-half 
million dollars and intends to spend more on the plant in the future. 

The county now processes without charge approximately 32,000 
gallons of sewage and waste water for the laundry and communica- 
tions buildings which are located at McClellan Air Force Base and 
Camp Kohler. 

The Department of the Air Force and the Bureau of the Budget 
have no objection to this bill and I wish to point out that the bill 
has been amended so as to require that the county will be required 
not only to process without charge sewage and waste water from 
McClellan Air Force Base laundry and the communications building 
so'long as such facilities remain the property of the Government, but 
also the county must agree to provide similar service for any addi- 
tional Federal facilities at Camp Kohler which may require such in the 
future. 

If these conditions are not fulfilled, all right, title, and interest to 
the property will revert to the United States. 

In accordance with usual practice, the bill has also been amended 
to grant the Secretary of the Air Force authority to include in the 
lease such other terms and conditions as he considers to be in the 
public interest. 

As I said, there is no objection whatsoever to this bill. 

The CHarrMAN. Any questions of any member of the committee? 

Now, there is an amendment. Did you call attention to the 
amendment? 

Mr. Durnam. With amendments. 

The CuarrmMan. What? 

Mr. Duruam. With amendments. Report it with amendments. 

The CuartrMan. Without objection, the bill with amendments, is 
favorably acted upon. And Mr. Durham will report the bill. 

Mr. Duruam. H.R. 65, Mr. Chairman. 

This bill authorizes the Secretary of the Army to convey to the 
State of Michigan approximately 799 acres for use by the National 
Guard. The property involved is known as Grayling Army Airfield. 

This is, of course, one of a long series of bills reported out by this 
committee under which pieces of property have been conveyed to 
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many of the States for National Guard purposes. It is no different 
from any of these previous bills. The bill contains all of the normal 
conditions and restrictions such as that the property must be used for 
the training of the National Guard and other military purposes; the 
property will revert to the United States if it is not used for these pur- 
poses; all minerals including gas and oil are reserved to the United 
States; and the United States has the right to use the property dur- 
ng or a national emergency without making any payment for 
such use. 

Mr. Chairman, I recommend a favorable report with amendments. 

The CHarrMan. Without objection, the bill will be favorably re- 
ported with amendments, and Mr. Durham will report the bill. 

Mr. Duruam. The last two bills are H.R. 2449 and H.R. 8315. 

The first of these is H.R. 2449. This bill would authorize the Sec- 
retary of the Army to lease certain property at Twin Cities Ordnance 
in Minnesota to a school district without the payment of rental. The 
story behind this bill is a long one but, briefly stated, it is as follows: 

Twin Cities Ordnance employed as many as 12,000 people during 

World War II. A very great number of these employees came from 
| a distance to work at the plant and many of them remained after the 
| plant was deactivated. In connection with the construction of this 
very large ordnance plant, much of the land which was the tax basis 
| for the local school district was acquired by the Federal Government 
and thereby eliminated a considerable part of the tax source of the 
school district. 
: From two little schools, each with about 50 pupils, there arose a 
| requirement to educate some 1,800 children. Some money was 
) obtained from the Federal Government and a one-story concrete 
block structure was built. This, however, never actually satisfied the 
school requirements of the locality. 

Today there are about 1,000 people still employed for security 

and maintenance activities at the plant. This coupled with the large 
number who remained in the area and the general growth of the 
' population have caused the schoolroom shortage to continue. 
At the ordnance plant there are, of course, a great many buildings. 
| The Army has advertised far and wide in an attempt to lease them. 
It has been successful in leasing a great many of the industrial type 
structures but, although it has tried very hard to lease the adminis- 
tration building no private interest has been shown in leasing it. 

It is this administration building, which has been well established as 
being unleasable, that the school district now occupies and for which 
the Army wishes to receive $12,000 a year in rent. This is well beyond 
the capacity of the school district to pay and the subcommittee feels 
that there is no better use to which an unleasable building at a 
military installation could be put than to let it be used for school 
purposes at the present time. It simply makes good sense. 

' he bill has been amended to require that the school district pay 
for utilities and other special services furnished by the Government. 
The Secretary of the Army, under a second amendment, will have 
authority to include in the lease any other terms and conditions which 


he considers to be in the public interest. 
Mr. Chairman, the other bill is very similar. 
‘ The CuarrmMan. Let us pass on this bill. I want to compliment 


; the subcommittee. I know all about this and I examined the file in 
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this case. I think it is clearly warranted in view of the circumstances 
related thereto. 

Without objection, the bill will be favorably reported, as amended; 
Mr. Durham, report the bill. 

Now, call your next one. 

Mr. Duruam. I might say, Mr. Chairman, that this lease is can- 
cellable at any time. 

The CuarrMan. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Durnam. At the will of the Secretary of the Army. 

The last bill is H.R. 8315 and it is virtually identical to the on I 
have just described. About the only difference between the two'is 
that in the case of this latter bill the country school burned down and 
there simply is no place to put the children until a new one can be 
built. Again, there happens to be an inactive military installation, 
in this case Fort Crowder, Mo., close by with a building for which 
the Army has found no use. The building in this case is a vacant, 
apparepey unleaseable, former officers’ quarters. 

Mr. Chairman, the rest of the provisions are similar 

The Cuarrman. Without objection, H.R. 8315 is favorably reported 
with amendments, and, Mr. Durham, report the bill. 

Thank you, Mr. Durham. 

Now, subcommittee—— 

Mr. Barres. Mr. Chairman, was 2247 reported? 

The CHatRMAN. 2247—yes. 

Mr. Bares. I wonder if the chairman of the subcommittee can 
advise why that was given without monetary consideration? I had 
a bill not long ago before a committee, where the people of my district 
had contributed property 100 years ago, to the Federal Government, 
and when the Federal Government had no further use for it we were 
required to buy it back. 

Now, why under these conditions here do we give this land for free? 

Mr. Duruam. I might say to the gentleman, Mr. Bates, that of 
course the local community has spent a lot of money on this sewage 
plant and at the present time are processing the sewage for the in- 
stallation there, at no cost to the Federal Government. 

The CuarrmMan. I think—does that answer your question? 

Mr. Bates. I don’t know enough about that. Why are they 
doing it? They must derive some benefit out of it themselves. They 
are not just doing something for the Federal Government because 
they like the Federal Government. 

Mr. Duruam. I don’t recall the details of the arrangements. Mr. 
Kelleher is not here at the present time. I don’t recall all the details 
on this matter. But it seemed to be a fair request. 

Mr. Bates. Was it a unanimous report of the subcommittee? 
Had they taken into consideration the fact that other communities 
are paying for this land, for similar properties? They have taken 
that into consideration? 

Mr. Duruam. I don’t recall other situations identical to this. 

Mr. Bares. In these other bills they are leasing the property, or 
for fair market value. 7862 is for fair market value. 

The CuatrMAN. Does the Department recommend the bill? 
Mr. Duruam. Yes. 

Mr. Smart. No objection on the part of the Department. 
The CuarrmMan. No objection. 
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Mr. Witson. Mr. Chairman, I want to point out that in section 3 
there is a condition that the County of Sacramento shall process 
sewage without charge. So in lieu of monetary consideration there 
is a condition here that makes it a good deal for the Government. 

Mr. Barrs. What is it? 

Mr. Witson. That the County of Sacramento shall process without 
charge to the United States all sewage and waste waters. 

Mr. Duruam. And they have been doing it for 9 years. 

Mr. Witson. From McClellan Air Base and Camp Kohler. 

Mr. Bares. If they have been doing it, my point is they must have 
had some reason for doing it, and they must have derived some benefit 
out of that. I just don’t think they are going to do something for 
the Federal Government because they like it. There must be a quid 
pro quo. 

The CuarrMan. Now, in that connection, I think the committee 
should establish this policy. You will recall a few days ago we had a 
bill up here with reference to some land down in Pensacola—what is 
that base there? 

Mr. Rivers. Eglin Field. 

The CHarrMan. Eglin Field, and we proposed to sell it at half the 
market value. 

When the bill was called on the consent calendar, in talking with the 
objectors, they advised me that they were going to object because 
it was contrary to the usual policy. 

I told them I thought the point was well taken. I advised the com- 
mittee when the matter was up that I thought there should be full 
market value. So Mr. Sikes, the author of the bill, agreed and offered 
an amendment to make it the full value. 

I think the committee would be on firm ground to adopt the policy 
that on the disposal of all property it must be for full market value. 

Now, Mr. Rivers, what have you to offer? 

Mr. Rivers. Mr. Chairman, Subcommittee 3 has met and reported 
out three bills. 

The first one, H.R. 3923. 

The purpose of H.R. 3923 is to provide statutory authority for and 
presentation by the Secretary of Defense and the various service 
Secretaries of a commemorative medal to persons who serve or who 
have served as members of the United States expedition in Antartica 
since January 1, 1946. 

At the present time there is no statutory basis upon which such an 
award can be made, and in testimony received by the subcommittee 
it is evident that no special recognition is given to these individuals 
who have performed so heroically and capably in the various Antarctic 
expeditions which have occurred since January 1, 1946. As was 
pointed out the leaders of the expeditions have, of course, been awarded 
medals in recognition of their great responsibility. However, no 
award is available which could be issued to the estimated 14,650 
personnel who have participated in these expeditions. Therefore, the 
subcommittee felt that the issuance of this commemorative medal 
was not only necessary but extremely desirable. 

During the course of testimony provided by Department of Defense 
witnesses the committee became aware of a proposed executive action, 
originated in the Bureau of the Budget, which would transfer respon- 
sibility for future Antarctica efforts from the Department of the 
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Navy to the National Science Foundation. Under this proposal, 
which is being considered by the Bureau of the Budget, the Antarctica 
Working Group, which is part of the Operations Coordinating Board 
under the National Security Council, would be eliminated, and the 
responsibility transferred to the National Science Foundation. 
he subcommittee recognizes the importance of pursuing scientific 
efforts in Antarctica. However, it is also the opinion of the subcom- 
mittee that the economic, political, and military considerations should 
also continue to be pursued. Therefore, it views with great mis- 
givings this contemplated executive action since it is of the opinion 
that interests of the United States in this area have been most ade- 
uately protected and developed by the Department of Defense and 
the Department of the Navy during the past 100 years, and it would 
appear that the transfer of executive responsibility to the National 
Science Foundation may result in emphasizing the scientific consid- 
erations present in the Antarctica at the expense of the political, 
economic, and military considerations. Therefore, the subcommittee 
recommends that if circumstances appear to warrant a transfer of 
executive responsibility for efforts in Antarctica from the Department 
of Defense to another agency in Government that such action should 
be accomplished by statute, thus permitting the Congress an oppor- 
tunity to fully review the necessity for a change and to ratify whatever 
action is contemplated in this area. Accordingly, counsel was 
directed to make a statement to this effect in the proposed committee 
report on H.R. 3923. 

Cost: Enactment of H.R. 3923 does not confer any monetary 
benefits on the recipients of these commemorative medals and there- 
fore does not increase the requirements for appropriations to the 
Department of Defense. 

The Department of Defense recommended enactment of H.R. 3923. 

In view of the foregoing, Mr. Chairman, the subcommittee. 
unanimously reported out the bill and recommends favorable action 
by the full committee. 

The CuarrMan. Without objection, H.R. 3992—Mr. Van Zandt. 

Mr. Van Zanpr. Mr. Chairman. Unfortunately I was not able to 
attend the subcommittee meeting on Friday. I was tied up with the 
Kilday committee. 

But while I favor the bill to cover the duties of the enlisted per- 
sonnel involved in Antarctica, yet I think we should recognize the 
enlisted personnel that was aboard the Skate and the Nautilus that 
made the underwater passage of the Arctic area. 

Now, it is true that the hardships encountered by the enlisted 
personnel in Antarctica represents confinement to buildings and sub- 
zero weather, and so forth, and it is also true that service aboard the 
nuclear-powered submarines that spent some time under the ice in the 
Arctic represents service where the individual is confined in the hull of 
a submarine. 

The CuartrMan. Well, may I say why cannot we have an amend- 
ment prepared to include—— 

Mr. Van Zanpt. Sure. 

The CuarrMAn (continuing). The trip under the North Pole by 
the submarines? 

Mr. Bray. Mr. Chairman, wouldn’t it be better to have separate 
legislation? Because they are not too related. I mean, I agree there 
should be some consideration. 
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The CuarrMan. Well, there is a good deal in what Mr. Bray says. 

Mr. Rivers. Mr. Chairman 

The CuarrmMan. Wait. Let’s act favorably upon this bill. And, 
Mr. Smart, prepare a bill with reference to what Mr. Van Zandt has 
just addressed the committee on, and have Mr. Van Zandt, if he will, 
to introduce it. And we will vote it out. 

Mr. Rivers. That is what I would suggest. 

Mr. Van Zanpvt. Mr. Chairman, this is the last meeting of this 
committee. 

Mr. Rivers. Oh, no. 

Mr. Kinpay. The first of the last meetings. [Further chorus of 
“First of the last meetings.’’] [Laughter.] 

Mr. Van Zanpvt. The first of the last meetings. 

The CHairMaAn. Without objection, the bill is passed. 

Mr. Smart, fix up a bill 

Mr. Van Zanpt. May I say the chairman always has the answer. 

The CuarrMan. That is right. [Laughter.] 

Now, the next bill is H.R. 6269. 

Mr. Rivers. Mr. Chairman, this is a legislative proposal recom- 
mended by the Department of Defense. The purpose of the bill is to 
amend the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 1952 so as to include service 
in the Army or Air Force without specification of component as 
qualifying service for the readjustment pay provided by that act. 

The proposed changes are necessary in order to permit the payment 
of readjustment pay to all nonregular officers who have been involun- 
tarily released to inactive duty. The Comptroller General has ruled 
that under the present wording of the law those nonregular officers of 
the armed services who are not members of a Reserve component 
are not eligible for readjustment pay. Hence, a number of warrant 
officers appointed in the Departments of the Army and Air Force, 
who are not also given a Reserve or National Guard appointment, 
had been ruled ineligible for the readjustment pay. This technicality 
in the law is an oversight in the drafting of the original language of 
the law and should therefore be corrected. 

Cost: Modification of the existing definitions of law would result 
in an estimated cost of $937,000. The expenditures which would 
result from enactment of this legislation are largely attributable to 
the retroactive pay which would be awarded to those warrant officers 
released from active duty since July 1956, the original date of the 
enactment of the Readjustment Pay Act. 

The Department of the Air Force has advised that its expenditures 
in this area would be nominal since fewer than 10 of its officers would 
be affected retroactively. 

The Department of the Navy has advised that none of its officers 
would be affected by this legislation. 

The subcommittee therefore reported out the bill without amend- 
ment and recommends approval by the full committee. 

The CaarrmMan. Recommended by the Department? 

Mr. Rivers. Yes, sir. 

The CuarrMan. Without objection, the bill H.R. 6269 will be 
favorably reported. 

Mr. Rivers, report the bill. 

Mr. Rivers. H.R. 1695. 
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The purpose of H.R. 1695, as amended by the subcommittee, is to 
relieve an inequity in the case of Lt. Col. Francis Resta, retired. 
The inequity resulted from a legislative omission in existing law by 
virtue of which officers occupying the position of Director of Music 
for the U.S. Army are precluded from retirement benefits based on 
physical disability which are afforded by law for all other officers of 
the Army. 

Lieutenant Colonel Resta, at the time of his retirement occupied a 
position as Director of Music and leader of the band at the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy. This position occupied by Lieutenant Colonel Resta 
is unique in that it is specifically provided for by special legislation 
which has been codified as 10 U.S.C., section 4338. 

It appears that a military officer who accepts the position of Director 
of Music for the U.S. Army must vacate positions previously held in 
the Armed Forces prior to acceptance of such appointment. Thus 
the officer incumbent in the position of Director of Music obtains his 
status exclusively from the cited section of law and is not covered by 
the other statutes which normally apply in respect to the promotion, 
grade, and retirement of other officers of the Army. 

Unfortunately the statute upon which Lieutenant Colonel Resta’s 
status is determined fails to provide for the possibility of physical 
retirement for the Director of Music. Therefore, the only retirement 
available to officers holding this position is regular voluntary retire- 
ment on the basis of years of service. Therefore, it appears that the 
statute is deficient in this area since it failed to provide for physical 
retirement. 

Subcommittee action: In view of the foregoing circumstances the 
subcommittee felt that Lieutenant Colonel Resta, who at the time of 
his retirement was 100 percent physically disabled, should have been 
permitted to be placed on the disability retired list. His failure to 
be placed on this list resulted in loss of monetary benefits which other- 
wise would have been available to him, since it wasn’t affected by the 
income statutes. 

Therefore, the subcommittee felt that the bill should be amended 
so that Lieutenant Colonel Resta could be afforded the right to be 
physically retired in the grade of lieutenant colonel. 

The Department of Defense has advised that it has no objection 
to this modification by the subcommittee. 

The subcommittee also instructed representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Defense to prepare legislative language which would permit 
the Congress to rectify in the future the present obvious omission of 
authority in 10 U.S.C. 4338 to which I previously referred. 

The subcommittee unanimously reported out H.R. 1695, as 
amended, and recommends favorable action by the full committee. 

The CuarrMan. It is an amendment to the bill? 

Mr. Rivers. Yes, sir. 

The CuarrMan. Without objection, H.R. 1695—— 

Mr. Van Zanpt. Mr. Chairman, a question. A question. Now, 
are we establishing another inequity here? 

Mr. Rivers. No. 

Mr. Van Zanpt. We are taking care of Lieutenant Colonel Resta. 
But what about the other band leaders? Are we amending the law 
so that they could retire on a physical disability? 
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Mr. Rivers. We have recommended it, taking into consideration 
anybody who may be similarly situated in the intendment of 4338, 
so if there are any they will be automatically readjusted. 

Mr. Bray. Mr. Chairman, I might explain this. This is a unique 
situation and can only exist in the case of the Director of the Band 
at West Point. 

Mr. Rivers. We couldn’t make a colonel. 

Mr. Bray. The bill at first was different from this. It would 
promote him to colonel. 

Mr. Rivwrs. Yes. 

Mr. Bray. The Department of Defense suggested this amendment, 
that will in a financial way take care of him in the same manner, and 
without creating a special case out of him. 

Mr. Rivers. They couldn’t make him a colonel, but they made 
him a lieutenant colonel. 

The CHarrMan. Without objection, the bill is reported favorably 
with the amendment, and, Mrs. St. George, report the bill. 

Thank you, Mr. Rivers. 

Mr. Rivers. Right. 

The CHairMANn. Now, the next report is from Mr. Philbin’s Real 
Estate and Construction Subcommittee. Do you have a committee 
report? 

Mr. Paitsrn. Mr. Chairman, your Real Estate Subcommittee met 
on last Thursday and considered 17 projects. 

Jt recommends approval of 14 projects as submitted to the com- 
mittee. 

It recommends the approval of two others with a limitation, and 
it recommends that one project be passed over. 

The projects are as follows: 

Army acquisition No. 328: This involves the proposed transfer of 
almost 6 acres of land and 7 sets of quarters from the Navy to the 
Army. The installation involved is the Naval Industrial Reserve 
Ordnance Plant in Michigan. 

No. 329: This is for the continued leasing of 8,000 square feet of 
office space in Pittsburgh, Pa., for use by the Philadelphia Ordnance 
District. The annval rental is $27,825. 

No. 330: This project contemplates the acquisition of 60 acres at a 
cost of $90,000 in Hawaii to provide a site for the expansion of the 
antenna field at the Helemano Radio Receiving Station. 

No. 331: This project is for the leasing of 33,500 square feet of 
building space in Pneteahals. Ala. It will be used by Headquarters, 
IV U.S. Army Corps (Reserve) and other Army agencies in Birming- 
ham, Ala. The annual rental is $98,730. 

Navy acquisition: 

No. 292: This is for the acquisition of 19 acres of unimproved land 
adjacent to the Submarine Base at New London, Conn. The cost is 
$27,000. It will be used for the construction of four barracks, a 
commissary, and an exchange facility. 

No. 293: This project is for the acquisition of 1,520 acres in fee at 
a cost of $218,150 and 312 acres in easements at a cost of $20,565. 
The property is required in connection with the establishment of the 
practice landing field known as Bravo which is a subinstallation of 
the Naval Air Station at Meridian, Miss. 
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No. 295: This is for the acquisition of 231 acres in fee and 262 
acres in easements at a total cost of $62,700. The land and easements 
are required to provide for flight clearance protection at the end of 
the runway at Whiting Field, Fla. 

Navy disposal, No. 205: This project relates to the Marine Corps 
Auxiliary Air Station, Mojave, Calif This property became excess 
to Navy needs because the Air Force turned over to the Navy Vincent 
Air Force Base in Yuma, Ariz. This action saved a large expenditure 
which would have been necessary at Mojave. 

As submitted, the project proposed the disposal of the 3,000 acres 
comprising the Lastidladion with a stipulation that it would not be 
used for civilian flight operations. Now, however, both the Air Force 
and the FAA agree that it can be used for such operations under 
certain limitations which have been agreed to by all concerned. 
The center portion of this installation has always been owned by Kern 
County and has been used by the Navy under a lease. Last year, 
the Navy acquired this central portion of the installation and paid 
$70,000 for it. The subcommittee recommends that disposal of the 
project be permitted but since the property will be turned over to 
Kern County as a municipal airport, the approval should be con- 
tingent upon repayment by the county to the United States of the 
$70,000 it received. 

Air Force acquisition: 

No. 463: Webb Air Force Base, Tex. This is for the acquisition 
of 120 acres at $34,000 to provide a clear zone and overrun area at 
the end of a runway and to remove a hazard at the end of another 
runway. 

No. 464: This project is for the acquisition of fee title to 362 acres 
of land in connection with the construction of SAGE facilities at the 
Cape Charles Air Force Station, North Hampton, Va. The cost is 
estimated to be $56,100. 

No. 466: This project is for the transfer from the Navy to the 
Air Force of a facility known as the Limited Production High Energy 
Fuel Plant, Lewistown, N.Y. This facility has been used by the 
Air Force for some time and is contiguous to a facility which is under 
Air Force jurisdiction. Actually, the two facilities comprise a unit 
and it appears to be in the best interests of all concerned that they 
both be under the jurisdiction of the Air Force. 

No. 467: This is for the acquisition of 96 acres for $34,000 at 
Columbus Air Force Base, Miss. The property will be used for the 
construction of 340 title VIII family housing units. 

No. 468: Malmstrom Air Force Base, Mont. Here 145 acres 
would be acquired for $137,000 for 560 Capehart houses. 

No. 469: NORAD Headquarters, Colorado Springs. This project 
is for the leasing of 40,000 square feet of administrative space at an 
annual rental of $100,000. This space is required by the North Ameri- 
can Air Defense Command to reduce a large deficiency in administra- 
tive space resulting from an increase in the functions and personnel 
strength of this headquarters. 

Air Force disposal: 

No. 68: Air Force Plant No. 15 at Long Beach, Calif. It is pro- 
posed to report this plant as excess property so that GSA can deter- 
mine whether a satisfactory sale of the property can be made to the 
Douglas Aircraft Co. It is clearly understood that the price must be 
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based on fair current market value and if this cannot be obtained then 
the property will be withdrawn from excess. I might point out also 
that negotiated sales of this kind must clear the Government Opera- 
tions Committee. 

It is recommended that this project be approved with the under- 
standing that when a price has been agreed upon between the GSA 
and the Douglas Aircraft Co., the Armed Services Committee be 
advised prior to the conclusion of any sales agreement. 

No. 63: This disposal project covers Air Force Plant No. 51, 
Rochester, N.Y. It is planned to declare it to GSA as excess prop- 
erty. It is no longer needed by any of the military services and the 
annual maintenance cost is $75,000. 

As I indicated previously, Mr. Chairman, one project considered 
by the subcommittee was passed over for further information. It 
involved the subordination of mineral rights at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, Calif. The subcommittee will consider this project again at 
another time. 

Mr. Chairman, | move favorable consideration of the foregoing 
report. 

The CuarrMaNn. Without objection, the recommendation from the 
Subcommittee on Real Estate and Construction will be approved, 
and the Department will be so notified. 

Thank you, Mr. Philbin. 

Now, members of the committee, there are two Senate resolutions 
here. I think we should dispose of them. 

The first is Resolution No. 24. Mr. Smart. 

Mr. Smart. Mr. Blandford has those, Mr. Chairman. 

The CuarrMan. Mr. Blandford. 

Mr. Buanprorp. Yes, sir. Senate Joint Resolution 24 is to permit 
the Secretary of the Army to receive for instruction at West Point 
two citizens of the Kingdom of Thailand, so that they may be ad- 
mitted to West Point and proceed to attend the classes there. There is 
precedent for this. Congress passed a bill in 1953 to admit two citi- 
zens of Thailand to West Point. They have now graduated from the 
academy. 

The CHarrMAn. Recommended by the Department? 

Mr. BLanprorp. Recommended by the Deateanes and passed 
the Senate. 

The CHarrMAN. Without objection 

Mr. Van Zanpt. Just a minute, Mr. Chairman. What countries 
are represented there now? 

Mr. BLanprorp. Well, we have the general legislation which per- 
mits the Philippines to send students there. 

We have 20—each Academy can have 20 from Latin America and 
South America. 

Then we have in the past had students at the Naval Academy from 
Belgium and we aslo have another resolution here to allow two more 
Belgians to be admitted to the Naval Academy, because they have 
already graduated—the two Belgians who were in the Naval Acad- 





emy. 
This requires separate legislation for those countries other than 
Latin and South America and the Philippines. 
The Cuarrman. Who was on the committee for the Defense bill? 
(Mr. Stratton raises hand.) 
The CuarrMan. I suggest, then, that Mr. Stratton report the bill. 
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Mr. Buanprorp. On Thailand? 

(The chairman nods.) 

Mr. Buanprorp. All right, sir. 

The Cuarrman. Without objection, thefresolution is agreed to, and 
Mr. Stratton will report the resolution. 

Mr. Buanprorp. All right. 

Senate Joint Resolution 106 is the same resolution for two citizens 
of Belgium to attend the Naval Academy. There is precedent for 
this. An identical bill was passed in 1954 and this bill has been ap- 
proved by the Department. 

The Cuartrman. Without objection, the resolution is agreed to. 
And who was on the Board of Visitors? 

Mr. Rivers. Mr. Lankford. 

Mr. Srrarron. Mr. Brewster. 

Mr. Brewster. I am. 

The CHarrMan. All right, I suggest the gentleman from Maryland 
report the resolution. 

Mr. BuanpFrorp. All right, sir. 

The CHarrmMan. Now, members of the committee, that’ finishes the 
legislative business before the committee 

Mr. Price. Mr. Chairman. 

The CHAIRMAN. Yes. 

Mr. Price. I would like to make a report from the special sub- 
committee. 

The CHarrMAN. I am going to call it up. Wait one minute. 

Now the committee will understand that the following subcom- 
mittees are in existence. 

Utilization of Military Manpower. Mr. Price, have you any report 
to make with reference to vour hearings that you are now conducting? 

Mr. Pricr. Yes, Mr. Chairman. 

The CHarrman. All right. 

Mr. Price. Mr. Chairman, I wish to take this opportunity to sub- 
mit for the information of the full committee a brief progress report 
on the activities of the special subcommittee appointed by you on 
February 3, 1959, to inquire into the utilization of manpower within 
the Department of Defense. 

As you know, the charter under which we were directed to operate 
was extremely broad and permitted us to inquire into every facet of 
the manpower utilization question. 

Accordingly, it was evident that before the committee took any 
positive action in this area it would be necessary to decide upon some 
definite method of procedure. The subcommittee, therefore, con- 
ducted an organizational meeting on April 16, 1959, at which time it 
was agreed that since the problem of manpower utilization had been 
the subject of much criticism by Members of Congress, it would be 
desirable for the subcommittee to catalog these criticisms in order 
to ascertain the particular areas in the manpower utilization picture 
which required study. 

The subcommittee, therefore, agreed to extend to every Member of 
Congress a written invitation to appear before the subcommittee for 
the purpose of specifically receiving the recommendations of the indi- 
vidual Members of Congress on this problem. These invitations were 
sent to every Member of the Congress and, although favorable com- 
ment was received from a great many Members, only 11 requested an 
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opportunity to appear before the subcommittee to present their 
recommendations and ideas. 

Subsequent to this invitation to Members of Congress to appear 
before the subcommittee, public hearings were launched on May 12, 
1959, at which time Members of Congress appeared before the sub- 
committee. Subsequently, meetings were held on the 13th and 19th 
of May to receive additional testimony from other Members of Con- 
gress, representatives of labor organizations, representatives of in- 
dustry, educators, and other private citizens who evidenced a desire 
to appear before the committee to provide constructive assistance in 
its endeavors. 

On the basis of the testimony received from these witnesses, the 
committee prepared a list of 21 questions which it submitted to the 
Department of Defense for the purpose of developing background 
information concerning these various criticisms and allegations. A 
response to these questions was supplied by the Department of Defense 
and made available to each member of the subcommittee. Subse- 
quently, on July 16, 1959, the subcommittee resumed its public 
hearings and received testimony from Department of Defense wit- 
nesses in respect to the general allegations previously entertained by 
the subcommittee. 

To date the subcommittee has received testimony from the Office 
of the Assistant Secretary of Defense for Manpower, Personnel and 
Reserve Forces, and from the Departments of the Army and the 
Navy. The subcommittee will during the coming week, on Wednes- 
day and Thursday of this week, receive testimony from representatives 
of the Department of the Air Force. 

Because of the complexity of the manpower problem and its many 
related facets, the subcommittee recognizes that it cannot adequately 
complete its inquiry during the present session of the Congress, and 
consequently it anticipates extending its efforts during the next session 
of the Congress. However, during the interim, its members con- 
template making a number of investigative trips to various military 
installations in the United States to provide the subcommittee with 
a more detailed background on some of the problems called to its 
attention. 

Members of the committee are, I am sure, well aware of the emphasis 
given in the press to the alleged utilization of enlisted personnel to per- 
form personal services for officers. Because of the public interest in 
this aspect of our inquiry the subcommittee felt that the subject 
should be most thoroughly explored so as to determine the dimensions 
of this problem and the means whereby it can be satisfactorily 
resolved. 

The subcommittee has noted that each of the services who have 
testified to date have indicated that undoubtedly certain isolated 
abuses might in fact exist. They have also indicated that perhaps 
some significant effort should be made to further preclude the possi- 
bility of these abuses occurring in the future. Consequently, the sub- 
committee has directed the individual services to attempt to develop 
meaningful regulations which will specifically define those services 
which can be performed by enlisted personnel assigned to personal 
staffs of officers, and exclude all other duties which would be either in 
violation of law or contrary to the intent of the Congress.

In summary, your subcommittee has to date conducted a total of 
11 meetings on this problem. We are just now becoming educated to 
the various intricacies of the problem you have given our subcom- 


mittee. I feel, however, that prior to the end of the next session our 
subcommittee will be in a position to make a meaningful and construc- 


tive report on our conclusions in this area. 
The CHarrMan. Thank you, Mr. Price. 


I think your subcommittee has made a very fine progress statement. 
But I would think it might be possible to werk out some regulations 
with the Department and if necessary some recommendations for 
legislation, if you committee could conclude its hearings at least by the 


first of March of 1960. 


So I suggest to you to try to put that as the time limit, to try to finish 
your hearings by March 1, 1960. That will give you January and 
February of the next session and time to investigate, by going all over 
the United States, at different places the subcommittee wants to go. 

Then you go ahead and mark up your subcommittee: Mr. Anderson, 
Mr. Brewster, Mr. Kowalski, Mr. Wampler, Mr. Stratton, Mr. 
Cohelan, Mr. Gavin, Mr. O’Konski, Mr. Gubser, and Mr. Becker. 
Fix up what subcommittees you want to send out to any military in- 
stallation, and let Mr. Smart know. The transportation will be 
provided. Make you investigation. But let’s try to complete it by 


the first of March 1960. 
Thank you, sir. 


Mr. Price. I think that can be done, Mr. Chairman, on the ground- 


work that has already been laid down. 
The CuarrMan. All right, thank you very much. 


Now, the next group I want to get a report from is Mr. Kilday’s 
Committee on the Adequacy of Transportation for Mobilization. 
That is Mr. Kilday, Mr. Brewster, Mr. Cohelan, Mr. Van Zandt, and 


Mr. Becker. 


Mr. Kiitpay. Mr. Chairman, this subcommittee has held hearings 
for 3 weeks, that is on Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday of each 
of 3 weeks, and we have one more witness to be heard tomorrow, and 


then we will close the hearings and write the report. 


There have been a number of studies being carried on with reference 
to transportation. I understand the Senate Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee is about to launch their study. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission has made a report on theirs, and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce I understand is in the process of organizing a study 


on transportation. 


Our study, of course, has to do only with the military phases in the 


event of mobilization. 


We have had an excellent hearing. I think that you will find when 
you see the hearings and the report which will be prepared, that we 
have assembled into one document all of the information with reference 
to requirements and ability to perform in the event of mobilization. 

We will go to work now on the report. We have just about closed 
out our hearings. When we get the report filed, I am going to ask 


that the committee be dissolved. 

The Cuarrman. Thank you very much, Mr. Kilday. 
Now, members of the committee 
Mr. Smart. Mr. Chairman. 

The CHarrMan. The next 
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Mr. Smart. Before you leave the legislative program, I would like 
to return to a consideration of H.R. 3923. 

The CuHarrMan. The what? 

Mr. Smart. H.R. 3923. 

The CuarrMAN. We finished everything—— 

Mr. Smart. I would like to call one thing to your attention. 

As I understand the action of the committee on this bill for those 
who served in Antarctica, it was the sense of the committee that a 
bill should be prepared to include the personnel of the Skate and 
the Nautilus? 

Mr. BLanpForp. A clean bill. 

The CHArRMAN. You prepare a separate bill. 

Mr. Smart. I would like to bring to the committee’s attention that 
the personnel of the Nautilus have already been awarded the Presi- 
dential unit citation, with a special ‘“N” on the ribbon. 

The CuarrmMan. Then there is no need to bring a bill in. 
All right. 

Mr. Smart. And the Skate has been awarded two Navy unit cita- 
tions. The Navy feels that the personnel of the Nautilus and the 
Skate are adequately recognized. 

The CuHarrMan. All right. 

Mr. Van Zanpr. OK. 

The CHarrMAN. Just forget it. 

Mr. Smart. Thank you. 

The CuarrMan. Now, members of the committee 

Mr. Rivers. Mr. Chairman, could I inquire right there. Aboard 
each of those submarines were certain civilians, I understand. Did 
they get any recognition? The bill—wait, now. The bill that we 
just passed out took care of civilians and enlisted men. 

Mr. Smart. I can’t answer your question. 

Mr. Rivers. So if you want to take care of everybody, Mr. Van 
Zandt’s 

The Cuarrman. We want to take care of the military. That is 
our sole responsibility. 

Mr. Stratton. 

Mr. Stratton. Mr. Chairman, before the meeting adjourns 

The CuHarrMAN. We are not ready to adjourn. 

Mr. Stratton. I just wanted to bring up, Mr. Chairman, at some 
point, wherever it is appropriate, and in view of the fact that you 
said there might be other last meetings of the committee, that I for one 
am disturbed by section 9 of the hump legislation which passed through 
the House without any discussion at all, for the elimination of the 
so-called tombstone provision. 

The CuarrMAN. Don’t be disturbed by things that are already on 
the statute books. That is already on the statute books. If you 
want to correct it, you introduce a bill to take care of that. 

Mr. Srrarron. I think I may do that. I was disturbed, Mr. 
Chairman, because we had not had the thing mentioned in the sub- 
committee at all. The other body put the provision in and it never 
came back here so that we could have had an opportunity to discuss it. 

The CuartrMAN. It was discussed on the floor of the House and 
everybody knows what is in it. There is no need to have a town 
meeting on it and further information. 
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I think it was a step in the right direction. And 1 think probably 
the justification for it has passed away. I am a little guilty, myself, 
I am the author of it. It was in 1925. Read the Army and Navy 
Journal. 

Introduce a bill, Mr. Stratton, and we will give it consideration. 

Mr. Srratron. May I say, Mr. Chairman, I always have great 
admiration for your views, but based on the information this thing 
has come through with such suddenness that it has disrupted the 
Navy’s own plans. 

The Cuarrman. Well—— 

Mr. Srratron. Some people are going to have to retire in the 
next month or so who anticipated a full future. 

The CHarrman. They will get the pay fixed by statute, but they 
do not get the increased rank. 

Mr. Srratron. I hope I will get your support on the bill, Mr. 
Chairman. 

The CHarrMan. Yes, you can be sure it will be well taken care 
of. [Laughter.] 

Now, members of the committee—let there be order. 

Now, members of the committee, all of you are aware of the great 
public interest which has been expressed in behalf of proposals such 
as the establishment of the Great White Fleet and Project Hope. 

In the case of the Great White Fleet, it is proposed to restore to 
active service from the mothball fleet such vessels as may be required 
to equip this mission and thereby permit the American people to 
render humanitarian services in foreign nations as further evidence of 
our desire for peace. 

Project Hope is an equally sincere but much more limited project of 
the same nature. It is a humanitarian undertaking which truly 
represents the desires of the people of this peace-loving Nation to 
demonstrate our sincerety by acts as well as words. It is not a 
Government program but will be supported by the American people. 
Of particular importance is the fact that Project Hope is nearing 
realization and will become a fact in the very near future. 

Since it is not a Government project I want to make it crystal clear 
that this committee is not trying to inject itself into a program which 
clearly belongs to the people. However, I am sure that all of us have 
the hope that Project Hope will be so successful that similar projects 
of greater magnitude will result. For that reason I feel that this 
committee should be in the position to lend its assistance in every 
reasonable manner. That feeling has prompted me to conclude that 
we should have a subcommittee which will have cognizance over this 
general subject. 

As of this date the committee has received 45 House Concurrent 
Resolutions in support of the Great White Fleet. I propose that the 
new subcommittee have jurisdiction over these maualinie, together 
with any other resolutions on this subject which may be referred to the 
committee; and that, in addition, the subcommittee will have juris- 
diction over any other proposals on this subject which may come 
within the jurisdiction of this committee. Is there objection to this 
proposal? If not, I appoint the following members to this subcom- 
mittee: Mr. Fisher, chairman, Mr. Hardy, Mr. Doyle, Mr. Bennett, 
Mr. Lankford, Mr. Bates, Mr. Wilson, Mrs. St. George, and Mr. 
Chamberlain. 
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Now, members of the committee, the conferees on the military 
construction bill, which has also been agreed to. and which carries 
some worthwhile legislation, places a new responsibility on the com- 
mittee, by agreeing to section 412. 

This is highly important now. 

Heretofore the Armed Services Committee did not consider authori- 
zation for missiles or aircraft. 

We had some statute providing for 15,000 airplanes in the Navy 
and some 24,000 airplanes in the Air Force and a tonnage weight of 
some 200,000 tons, and a little line in the law with reference to missiles 
for the Navy. 

So the Senate conferees thought it was highly important that the 
Armed Services Committee of the House and Senate become cogni- 
zant of what goes on in this area. 

Some $10 billion is appropriated in this appropriation bill for missiles 
and aircraft. 

So we agreed to a provision in the bill that, commencing in the 
fiscal year 1962 the Armed Services Committee of the House and 
Senate will have to make the authorizations. 

And in the calendar year 1960, which will begin next year, in 
January or whenever the President submits his budget, the Secretary 
of Defense must advise the Armed Services Committee of all the re- 
quirements of appropriations for these missiles, aircraft and naval 
vessels. 

That will give us a whole year to study what type of authorization 
legislation bill we have to write. 

I worked out with the staff how, and with Mr. Kilday and Mr. 
Arends, because if nothing interferes one of the three of us will be here. 
And we have the responsibility. We are just going to have one mem- 
ber of the staff to deal with the subject matter, because it is so 
important that he can’t do anything else but look after this. 

So this is a responsibility that is. going to be placed on the com- 
mittee. And we will work out whether we will do it by full com- 
mittee or whether we will do it by subcommittee. 

I am always inclined to go along on the full committee if possible, 
and if the work can be done, just like we do on the military construc- 
tion bill. 

So that is that. 

So we will have an additional responsibility in connection with 
missiles and aircraft. And, as you know, under the Vinson-Trammell 
Act, passed some 25 years ago, the gross tonnage was given to the Navy 
for construction of combatant vessels. 

Well, we require in the future that there be annual authorizations, 
so we can be conversant with what type of ships and the cost of each 
one. 

So that will bring about an additional responsibility for the com- 
mittee. 

Now, let’s see what else I have here. 

Now, this is a subject that should appeal to all of us. 

Mr. Arenps. Mr. Chairman, before you get into that, might I 
say something? 

The CHArRMAN. Yes. 

Mr. Arenps. In the matter brought up in the conference, on which 
we had a firm position originally of course that we would not accept 
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the Senate proviso. I voiced my opposition to it for a couple of 
reasons. I, however, did sign the report, because I can see some 
value in this particular procedure. 

But I just want to say, Mr. Chairman, that if we really do as 
thorough a job in the authorization of the expenditures of money in 
these certain respects that we do on all these other bills, I just figure 
we are going to be here a long time doing it, that is all. 

In the first place, I think you should tell them what you told the 
Senate, in the hope that they would make a start themselves before 
we started any procedure on this. 

I can’t just imagine how long and tedious this is going to be. And 
anybody who is so wholeheartedly in favor, I hope that they will be 
around here to do the work, because it will be from Monday to 
Saturday every week for week after week. 

The CHarrMan. Well, we will meet our responsibility. We have 
assumed it. And, of course, there is a little hesitancy on account of 
the volume of work, but nevertheless we went along and we must 
do it. 

The riore I think about it the more justification I see and find 
myself in accord with the procedure. We will know something about 
what is going on. We have the responsibility then and we will 
make decisions. 

Mr. Van Zanpt. Mr. Chairman. 

The CuarrmMan. Let me _ call—— 

Mr. Van Zanpt. Mr. Chairman, at this point what does the 
language in the Foreign Aid Appropriation bill mean, when it says 
that the military section of it shall become the responsibility of the 
Department of Defense? 

he CHarrMAN. Well, I posed this question to the committee a 
long time ago. When the first military assistance came into being, 
I had a conference with the Speaker and the chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, and just told him that we could not do all the 
work. We must have some limitations on our ability to turn out 
the work. So Iam going to insist that the Foreign Affairs Committee 
continue to handle it, because national defense is so large and so 
much money is involved in it you just can’t do it all. You have to 
be practical about these things. And that is the reason there was a 
hesitancy on my part in assuming this $10 billion new authorization. 
Because you must do a good job. You can’t bring legislation on 
the floor of the House that has not been considered well and debated 
out thoroughly. That is the reason we have such a standing in the 
House, because we know what we present. We can defend it and 
we have justification for it. 

So if you assume too much responsibility you bog yourself down 
and you will be lost. 

Mr. Gusser. Mr. Chairman, may I ask you a question? 

The CHAtRMAN. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Gusser. There isn’t any hidden implication in this question. 
I am just looking for information. But where a scientific program 
involves a military vehicle, such as the Atlas and the space probe, 
what is the line of demarcation between the jurisdiction of the Science 
and Astronautics Committee and this committee? 

The CHatrMAN. Now, let me say on that. You no doubt saw 
some statements in the paper where another committee was making 
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an investigation about the Atlas and the Polaris. Well, there was a 


little correspondence on it. 


So everybody is going to stay within his field. So let us not get 


into that this morning. 
Mr. Gusser. I repeat, 
the question. 


Mr. Chairman, there was no implication in 


The CHarrMAN. Now, let me tell you what you have accomplished. 
This is what we have accomplished. We passed seven public laws. 
And there are 10 bills down at the White House waiting for the 
President’s signature. There is one bill amended in the Senate and 
awaiting House action, the Navy reorganization bill. Who handles 


that? 


Mr. Smart. The full committee. It is your bill. 

The CuHarrMan. Is that in conference? 

Mr. Smart. No, they amended it to provide that a Marine Corps 
major general would be permitted to be head of the new bureau. 


The CHAIRMAN. Yes. 
the Senate amendment. 


I think we would be warranted in accepting 


Mr. Smart. It is meaningless. 
The CuHarrMAN. We amended it in creating the new bureau, 
where a Marine Corps officer would be permitted to be the head of 


the bureau. 


So, I was specifically asked a question on the floor of the House and 
I stated the law prohibited anyone except a naval officer. So they 
did put in language which permits a Marine Corps officer to be the 


head—— - 


Mr. Rivers. A major general. 
The CuarrMan. To be the head of the new weapons bureau. 


So we will accept that 
the one with reference to 


Senate amendment, just like we accepted 
the “tombstone” promotions. [Laughter.] 


The CuarrMan. The next one is a bill on the Senate Calendar and 
one bill on the House and Senate Calendars, and 19 bills pending in 
the Senate committee, and 10 bills reported out this morning. 


Now, that is 49 bills th 


at we have passed. 


Mr. Kitpay. How many do we have left? 

The CuarrMan. I think we about cleaned up everything. 

Mr. Kitpay. You mean we have more pending in the Senate 
committee than we have in our own? 


The CHAIRMAN. We w 


{Laughter.] 


ill take Mr. Stratton’s bill next August.
